Pronounced Yellow-Fever of the Most 


New Cases Recorded—The Scourge 
Brought from Key West on a Schooner 
—The Medical Men Dilatory in Diagnos- 
ing the Disease. 
Tampa, Fla., Oct. 


four deaths and thirty new cases. The 
wildest excitement is prevalent and every- 
body is getting out of the town as fast as 
hecan. The fever has assumed an epidem- 
ical form and will probably be so declared by 
the authorities. Key West and Havana 
mails have been ordered discontinued via 
Tampa. ; 

Tampa was greatly exposed to infection 
from Key West and great pains have been 
taken all summer in quarantine regulations, 
but one refugee schooner managed to land 
its passengers, and the vessel was then taken 
to Tampa. C. B. McKenze had the job of 
repainting and cleaning the vessel, but he 
suspected nothing and knew not of the dan- 
ger. Great excitement was caused Wednes- 
day by the reports that Mr. McKenzie 
had yellow-fever and that there were 
quite a number of other cases in the place. 
The office of Dr. Wall of the State Board of 
Health was besieged by a crowd of anxious 
and excited inquirers. The doctor told all 
that the case had all the symptoms of yellow- 
fever, but that there were quite a number of 
cases of dengue in the city, and this might 
only be an aggravated case caused by tne 
habits of the patient, and advised all who 
felt frightened to leave town. Dr. Plum- 
mer of Key West, who happened to 
be in town, visited McKinzie and agreed 
with Dr. Wall. Dr. King Wrylly 
President of the State Quarantine Associa- 
tuon, a physician of large exverience in yel- 
low-fever, was telegraphed for and arrived 
about 8 o’clock in the afternoon. He was

GREAT DEMONSTRATIONS IN HIS 
HONOR IN WASHINGTON. 


The City Which Once Stoned Rim from 
Her Gates Eeceives Him Again, with 
Open Arms and Acknowledges Her 
Mistake—The Originator of the “‘Com- 
prehensive Improvements” and the 
Man Who Squandered the People’s 
Money Made Gilad. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 7.—[Special. |— 
This is a week of gunpowder glory in Wash- 
ington. It is “Boss”? Shepherd’s work. He 
owns the city, The deed of temporary 
transfer was made by the District Commis- 
sioners, the only Government the Capital of 
the Nation has. These accommodating per- 
sons, under their official seal, “hereby for- 
mally and officially tender you [Shepherd] 
the freedom of the city with all the privi- 
leges appertaining thereto.” In witness 
thereof, etc., William B. Webb, the Presi- 
dent of the board, signed the in- 
strument. The document should be care- 
fully preserved in the archives of 
the Nation for it will undoubtedly be of m- 
terest to the future historian who writes the 
story of the abuse of public improvements.

St. Catharines’ Electric Railway. 

Sr. CATHARINES, Ont., Oct. 7.—[Special.]—The 
St. Catharines Street Railway opened their six 
miles of road between thiscity and Thorold to- 
day.

The 
outlook in Ireland is very serious, but I will not 
say that it is discouraging or hopeless. We have 
an anxious time before us until the end of this 
year. I believe that within that period the success 
or defeat of our movement will be determined. 
Pe ly, 1 believe that a victory awaits us, 
The Tories are about to put forth their greatest 
efforts to enforce the Coercion law.

The 
Minnesota & Northwestern and its ally, the 
Iowa Central, are determined to push the 
tight with the utmost vigor, and the Burling- 
ton & Northern left the combination for the 
very purpose of be free to meet the 
competition of the Minnesota & North- 
western. Any rates made by those 
roads will have to be met by the assog¢iation 
lines. The latter are prevented by the terms 
of the agreement from prom meeting the 
cut rates made by the independent lines, and 
this places them at such a disadvan that 
new complications will soon cause 
a collapse of the new agreement. 

That the association is powerless to stop 
the demoralization in rates is best shown by 
a vote taken 9 on a proposition to 
advance grain rates from St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis to Chicago from seven and one-half 
to 12 cents. The proposition was defeated, 
owing to the refusal of one or two of the 
roads to advance the rates unless the Bur- 
lington & Northern and Minnesota & North- 
western did likewise. As the latter are 

to the St. Paul and Minneapolis 
shippers not to advance t rates during 
this winter there is no chance of an advance 
in rates for some months to come. No effort 
was made to bring about an advance in soft 
coal rates, which are pow badly demoralized. 
All the rates except “hose on lumber have 
gone down to exceptionally low figures, and 
the latter will no doubt go considerably low- 
er before many days have passed, The only 
effect the new agreement will have isto 
stave off a complete demoralization of rates 
to Missouri River points for a short time, but 
everything indicates that in spite of the fran- 
tc efforts. that are being made by the rail- 
roads a general collapse of Western rates 
cannot be 1 much — el

with stalks and husks. To see a whole city 
as thoroughly “corned ” as Sioux City is is a 
novel experience, and it is all the outgrowth 
ef the magnificent Corn Palace which stands 
in all its attractiveness and uniqueness of 
design on the corner of Fifth and Jackson 
streets. 

The inception of the idea of this palace is 
only another demonstration of the zeal of 


Sioux City people to get to the front and to 


get there in a way that will attract the at- 
tention of every one. Six weeks ago several 
of the pushing citizens of the place held an 
informal meeting to devise a plan for some 
sort of a celebration. A horse-race was 
talked of and then one of the men in a rather 
jocose mood suggested that a statue be erect- 
ed to King Corn. This idea was elaborated 
until the Corn Palace resulted. At first it 
was only intended that it should be a small 
structure, fifty feet A then the plan 
was doubied in size, at length, 
completed, it stands 100x210 feet, with a dome 
and spire over 100 feet high.

The effect of 
the whole is very artistic, and the visitor 
cannot re the wonder that with materi- 
als so crude such a beautiful structure could 
be constructed and effects so pleasing to the 
eye secured. 

Passing inside, the visitor finds that the 
effects of the exterior decorations 
have been decidedly enhanced by 
the variety and elaborateness of those 
in the interior.

The Fisheries—British Columbia Explora- 
tions—Mediterranean Rags Excluded. 

‘ Orrawa, Ont., Oct. 7.—Only four cruisers 
will continue in the fisheries protection serv- 
ice after Oct. 10, the rest being withdrawn 
from commission for the remainder of the 
season. So far little or no complaint of the 
manner in which the service is performed 
bas been made by the United States author- 
ities. ; 

The Interier Department recently had ad- 
vices from the exploratory survey party sent 
to Northern British Columbia, which has 
been gathering general informtion regarding 
the country. The party proposes to winter 
near Fort Reliance, about 1,000 miles north of 
Victoria. After obtaining more men the 
party will endeavor to penetrate across the 
country as far north as Mackenzie’s Bay oF 
the Arctic Ocean. The explorers will s 
home by a new route, descending Macken 
zie’s River and entering civilization at Ed- 
monton, They expevt to reach Ottawa by 
next fall. 

The Dominion astronomical survey will 
be concluded shortly. The party has reached 
Port Arthur, and that remains is to make 
experiments by telegraph with the Montreal 
or Oambridge 8 observatories. Work 
was commenced at Victoria, British Colum- 
bia, on data obtained from the American ob- 
servatory on the Pacific coast. The results 
achieved are numerous, including the loca- 
tion of the principal meridian in the Nortn- 
west, as well as the discovery of sidereal 
errors in northwest surveys.

THE FARMERS OF KANSAS. 


Less than Half a Crop of Corn in the State 
in 1887. 

Mravow Broox Farm, Kas., Oct. 6, 1887.— 
Editor of The Tribune.) Enough corn has 
been husked to enable acorrect judgment as 
to quality and quantity of crop to be formed. 
That judgment is, that in a few northeastern 
counties of the State about one-half a crop 
will be harvested. In most other counties— 
with here and there a small section with 
something near half a crop—there will not be 
over a quarter to a third of the usual crop of 
corn in Kansas, no matter what the report of 
the Agricultural Bureau may be to the con- 


trary. It is true, however, that there is 


enough corn of previous crops on hand, in 
cribs at railroad stations and on the farms, 
to supply the local demand for feeding stock, 
even if no corn had been raised this year. 


But, while this is true as a general fact, per- 
haps one-half the farmers have no old or very 
little new corn. The prosppct this winter 
is poor for feeding cattie for beef at a profit. 
Corn is held at 85 cents by those who 
have it and are able to hold it; and, while 
stock steers are low, there are too many to be 
fed and marketed to expect remunerative 


prices. ~ 

While oats in Northeastern Kansas were a 
crop, they were a failure 100 miles from 

the Missouri River all through the State, with 

unimportant local ene — are 

worth to the farmer who has any to sell onl 

15 to 18 cents—scarcely enough to pay for sood, 

—— in, cutting, shocking, thrashing, an 
auling to cars. 

The apple crop, which is usually good in 
Northeastern Kan is not half a crop this 
year, either in quantity or quality; and pota- 
toes are an almost entire failure. 

Fat hogs, on which most farmers rely for a 
good share of the cash revenue of tne farm 
are worth only three to four cents, and afford 
little or no profit when corn is worth 35 cents. 
In all the middle and western counties there is 


no corn to fatten the hogs or to winter the pigs, 
and beth are being sold for 1}4 cents a pound, 
or even less, to get rid. That there 
will be less than one- usual supply of 


fat hogs for the late fall and winter markets 
is certain so far as Kansas is concerned. It 
would seem that prices for good hogs the 
coming winter must be good, and that those 
who have hogs, and corn to feed them, had 
better hold till January or February rather 
than to sell at the low rates. 

Will you tell your farmer readers in Kan- 
sas how 1 are to pay their 1 and 
the inevitable taxes this year? * have 
only half a crop, the railroads get half of 
that for transportation, and the crop is sold 
for half price. Thus it is nalved twice. Then 
for lumber, salt, and machinery the farmer 
pays 25 per cent above cost to the Govern- 
ment or manufacturer and 50 per cent of 
value to the railroads for pang. foe, them from 
the place of production. On the blankets for 
himself and horses, on clothing for himself 
and family, he pays, as you have recently 
shown, nearly 70 per cent tariff duty, or pre- 
mium to the manufacturer. His direct State, 
county, town, and school taxes are double 
what they should be to pay interest and prin- 
cipal of boodler bonds and jobs voted by non- 
taxpayers to railroad schemers and other 
frauds and follies which are of no benefit to 
the farmer. 

I tell you that the farmer is being ground to 
powder by impost duties and other taxes, 
and by the carriers and dealers in what he 
produces and consumes. It is 8 
necessary that the farmers of the West shall 
have cheaper supplies, cheaper gear ra 
tion, and better prices; otherwise it will soon 
make very little difference who owns the 
land, for it will be left. uncultivated to grow 
up to thistles and cockle-burs. Not 
one farmer in a hundred has paid 
expenses in the last three years, and 
the prospect for the future is no better. The 
war taxes are kept up, and the war of ex- 
termination on agricultural industries goes 
steadily on; and our statesmen, if we have 
any, and the managers of our financial sys- 
tem, say, by their actions and wantof action, 
that the devil may take the hindmost. The 
Government and the greatrich gamblers in 
the staple farm-productions build every 
possible form of obstruction to legitimate 
commercial exchange; and each, by oppres- 
sive taxation, monopoly, and corners, and 
consummate knowledge of crop returns, 
market conditions, supply and demand, grabs 
what is possible from what belongs to the 
producer. 

Mr. Editor, can you tell us what can be 
done to relieve the Western farmer? Shall 
we have to give up the prairie farms again to 
the antelope, coyote, and buffalo! The 
Indian has gone to the happy bunting- 
grounds, for the most part, and does not 
want the land any more. Something can be 
done and must be done; the war taxes on 
the necessaries of life must be repealed, and 
the surplus revenue paid out for interest- 
bearing bonds. Off with the tariffon wool- 
ens, and wool, and cotten, and sugar, and all 
articles of prime necessity and universal con- 
sumption; or at least cut them down 75 per 
cent. Oren up facilities for export trade 
and foreign markets by _ reciprocity 
treaties wherever wise and practicable, build 
water-ways for cheap internal transportation 
across the continent, and —— them by the 
General Government—such as the proposed 
ship-canal from Chicago to the Mississippi 
River. These things can all be done. They 
are immediately practical, and would give 
great and needed relief ta the Western farm- 
ers, as well as to the entire working masses 
East and West. 

Farmers have tried and are trying every- 
thing that promises paying returns. They 
have tried flax and broom-corn, will try 
sugar raising, since sugar can be made of 
sorghum. They have imported and are try- 
ing to raise improved horses, cattic, sheep, 
and swine. They are not idle or stupid asa 
class. They are ever on the alert for some-

| than at present. No provision is made in the 


ordinance for the construction of additional 
viaducts by the roads, thongh .of course the 
viaducts are the best crossing protection ana 
those which cause the least inconvenience to 
the public and the railroad companies. And 
the agitation has been mainly directed to ob- 
tain an extension of such protection. 

It is of course impossible to make provision 
in a general ordinance for viaducts such as 
the public demands. That must be a matter 
for special ordinances or negotiations gov- 
erning individual railroad corporations or 
bunches of those corporations using common 
trunk lines. But until arrangements for such 
viaducts are made there should be no conces- 
sions to the railroad companies in the way of 
permitting them to run their trains at a 
greater rate of speed than is fixed by the ex- 
isting ordinance. When the roads agree to 
construct viaducts at the principal streets 
which their tracks cross it will be tame 
enough to make the concessions pro- 
jected by the Clarke ordinance. The build- 
ing of the gates and the other protections 
covered by the ordinance can be compelled 
under the general ordinances of the city, 
under the ordinances granting the right of 
way into the city, and under the laws of the 
State. The power retained by the city to 
regulate the rate of speed can be u to 
procure the construction of the viaducts. As 
a general rule it is dangerous to make any 
surrender of 2 to the railroad com- 
panies except for an adequate and well de- 
fined equivalent. 

This is well illustrated in the case of the 

Burlington & Quincy Road in relation to the 
damages in connection with the erection of 
the Polk Street viaduct. It was provided in 
the ordinance of 1880 giving this corporation 
the permission to lay tracks along Canal 
street between Twelfth and Harrison streets 
that the railroad company should— 
Pay or cause to be paid to the city of Chicago 
the cost and expenses of constructing and erect- 
ing a new viaduct at Polk street over the rail- 
road tracks crossing the said streets betweem 
Canal street and the Polk street bridge, together 
with all proper and lateral approaches necessary 
thereto, the money necessary therefor to be paid 
by said company as aforesaid as fast as required 
by the city in paying for the construction and 
erection of said viaduct and the lateral and other 
approaches thereto. 

Also that the company should save the city 
harmless against all damages growing out 
of the pas of the ordinance.’ 

It was understood at the time this ordi- 
nance was passed, in 1880, that “the expense 
of constructing and erecting,” including the 
damages to propertv-owners growing out of 
such construction,woula be borne by the cor- 
poration, and the ordinance as quoted above 
will probably bear that interpretation. The 
railroad company also allowed the public to 
infer that it was its interpretation of the 
orainance. But now that the viaduct has 
been completed the railroad company refuses

Many of the Leading Characters—Sharon 
Dies a Pauper—The Plaintiff's Marriage 
—Who Furnished Her with Funds?— 
Closing Chapter of a Strange Story. 
San Francisco Letter: It is now three years 
since the famous Sharon divorce case was 
ended in this tity with a decision in favor of 
the plaintiff. A few months after the Su- 


preme Court declared that the order for ali- 


mony and counsel fees was appealable. 
Now, after all these years, the Supreme 
Court, which, like the mills of the gods, 
grinds slowly but not always exceeding fine, 
1s hearing this argument on appeal. The ar- 
gument will not be ended till the 19th of this 
month, when the most celebrated case in the 
annals of the California courts will probably 
be ended forever. In these years since the 


case has been in the courte many changes 


have occurred in the fortunes of the chief 
actors, and a brief sketch of these may not 
be uninteresting. 

The divorce case of Miss Sarah Althea Hill 
against ex-Senator Sharon was actually be- 
gun Feb. 10, 1884. The trial consumed seven 
months; the testimony filled fifteen big folio 
volumes, in addition to which there were 
several volumes filled with photographic 
copies of the famous marriage-contract and 
of the letters which passed between Sarah 
Althea and the ex-Senator. The plaintiff's 
case in a sentence is this: She went to 
Sharon in 1880 to get points on stocks, having 
$7,500 in cash; he fell in love with her; tried 
to make her his mistress; failed in this; 


‘drew up a marriage-contract, which he signed 


and gave to her, stipulating that. the marriage 
be kept secret for two years; she fulfilled all 
the functions of a wife till just before the 
trial began; she often demanded recognition 
as awife, but, failing in this, began suit. 
Her main reliance was the marriage con- 
tract, which some of the best experts in 
chirography pronounced genuine. Sharon’s 
case in trie was this: That he met the 
woman, was smitten with her physical 
charms, made her his mistress, finally tired 
of her, and paid her $7,500 as a quitciaim. 
He swore that the marriage contract was a 
forgery, and he produced half a score of ex- 
perts to demonstrate that it was spurious. 

While the trial was going on for seven long 
mopths in Judge Sullivan’s court no theatre 
in the city could produce an entertainment 
that could rival the show in that court-room. 
On both sides a perfect menagerie of wit- 
nesses was called. h Althea summoned 
dsessmakers, waiters, soothsayers, clairvoy- 
ants, negro midwives, and near and distant 
acquaintances to prove her story. Sharon in- 
troduced an equally miscellaneous lot of wit- 
nesses. Nothing more absurd was ever re- 
vealed in a court-room than the steps which 
Sarah Althea took to secure the love of 
the ex-Senator. She ransacked Chinatown 
and the haunts of clairvoyants to secure po- 
tent charms for this purpose. She wore a 

ir of the ex-Senator’s socks and a bit of 

is undershirt next to her skin, in the ho 

of making him love her; and she capped the 
climax of her exploits by putting some pieces 
of his intimate undergarments in anew-made 

ve—a charm which she had obtained from 
one of her clairvoyant advisers. The weak- 
ness of her case, outside of the marriage-con- 
tract, lay in the shabby character of her 
witnesses. A long trail of perjury was 
over most of them. Several of her chief 
witnesses abandoned her during the trial 
and went over to the Sharon side. Among 
these was her most intimate friend, a young 
girl named Nelly Brackett, who, after giving 
strong testimony for Sarah, turned about 
and told a remarkable story of the ingenious 
manufacture of the marriage contract. Still, 
when all the testimony was in and the law- 
yers began to sum up public opinion was 
about evenly divided in regard to the merits 
of the case. Counsel took altogether two 
Weeks in telling the Judge what he had 
heard during six weary months and giving 
him their ideas of the law. 

The Judge took three months to read the 
serial story of the case in fifteen folio vol- 
umes. Then, the day before Christmas, 1 
he delivered his decision. It was intend 
for a holiday gift to Sarah. The decision de- 
clared that the ntract was valid ; 

ve the plaintiff a decree of divorce an 

alf the common property. Two months af 
erwards he made a supplemental decision, 
giving Sarah $2,500a month and $7,500 pack 
alimony and $55,000 counsel fees. She nat- 
urully felt elated over these decisions, but 
she never handled any of the coin. Sharon’s 
lawyers secured a stay of judgment, and 
then the appeal case came on, which is just 
now drawing to a close. Old Sharon was 
wrought into a white heat of rage by Judge 
Sullivan’s decision. He took a mighty . oath 
that never should she touch a cent of his 
money, even if he had to spend all his , 
ions in the effort to prevent her. But the d 
cision was fatal to him. The and r. 
which it caused aggravated com plaints from 
which he had been suffering tor years, and 
brought him to his grave. 

Although he was known to be worth any- 
where from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, he left 
property behind him valued at about $250. 
All the remainder of his vast estate he trans- 
ferred to his son and his son-in-law in trust 
for his grandchildren several months before 
his death. This was to prevent Sarah Althea 
from getting any possibie grip on his estate. 
His dying injunction to his relatives was to 
spare no money in fighting the woman who 
had clouded his last years. One bequest he 
made in this trust-deed, which promises to 
keep his memory green, was $50,000 for a 
children’s play-ground and play-house in 
Golden Gate Park. It is about the only good 
act of his life of which the public has any 
knowledge. 

Unlike her antagonist, Sarah Althea 
seemed to grow younger under the excite- 
ment of the long legal fight. She never 
looked better than she did the day when the 
decision was rendered in her favor. Her vi- 
vacity and her physical energy apparently 
made a deep impression on one of her two 
chief counsel, ex-Judge David S. Terry, for 
about six months after the trial was over he 
surprised the public by marrying her. He 
was old enough to be her father, but he is a 
man of fine physique and does not look more 
than half his age. 

Terry is a man of great force of character, 
and he is the first one who has ever been 
able to keep Sarah Althea in check. She 
needed a master, and she found one in him. 
They hved at Stockton, Terry's old home, 
until about six months ago, when they re- 
moved to Fresno, the — wine district, 
about half-way between here and Los Angeles, 
where he has large interests. Whatever 
may be the decision of the Supreme Court, 
Sarah Althea is thus amply provided for, al- 
spenee in a much different way from what 
she desired at the outset of the trial. 

The fortunes of the lawyers who figured in 
the case have also been checkered. George 
Washington Tyler was Surah’s chief coun- 
sel during the early part of the trial. He 
conducted the examination of all the wit- 
nesses in the case; he badgered them as wit- 
nesses have seldom been worried in a court 
before. In appearance he bears a strong re- 
semblance to a bulldog, and when he is 
aroused his hair has the peculiarity of stand- 
ing on end. As he fell into a with 
nearly every witness, the result was that he 
was a ferocious spectacle. Timid witnesses 
he alarmed; obstinate witnesses he an- 
gered; perjurers he turned inside out, 
and after a day’s proceeding tire court 
was, metaphorically, s littered with the 
mangled remains of his victims. He was 
especially severe on oneof the experts in 
handwriting, who, after a few minutes’ 
baiting by Tyler, usually became so demor- 
alized that he could not make a lucid answer. 
Tyler preserved his reputation for fairness 
very well till near the close of the trial, when 
he concocted a spurious document purporting 
to be an agreement between himself and one 
of the experts to give testimony in favor of 
Sarah for a certain sum. This document 
Tyler’s clerk, one McLaughlin, represented 
to Gen. Barnes, Sharon’s leading coun- 
sel, as genuine and offered to 
sell it. Barnes jum at the bait. 
McLaughlin rose in his demands from 
$3,500 to $25,000, and this snug sum w a 
in — $500 bills to the ingenious clerk. 
When Barnes produced in court this costly 
document he read it with impressive effect 
and supplemented it with caustic comment on 
legal chicanery, only to be overcome by 
jo 4 s humorous account of the preparation 
of the * contract. Barnes not only lost 
presti ut he lost the $25,000 which he paid 
for the document, the matter having been a

The bad blood 
engendered by this incident came out in a re- 
cent divorce suit of young Mrs. McDonald 
against her husband, the son of the old doc- 
tor. Barnes is her counsel, and the proceed- 
ings tm the case, sugges by him, have al- 
ready cost both the McDonalds infinit annoy- 
ance. 

A conspicuous character in the case was 
W. M. Neilson, an Australian adventurer, 
who started out as Sarah’s champion and 
confidential adviser. Neilson isa man of a 

t deal of ability, who rose to high posi- 
on in the Colony of Victoria, but was dis- 
graced by a financial scandal, which he al- 
ways claimed was a device of his enemies to 
get rid of him. He was forced to resign from 
the Victorian Parliament, and he came to this 
city. Whether justly or unjustly, he acquired 
a bad reputation, so that, when he — 
in this case as Sarah’s sponser, he did more 
to damage it than any other single person. 
He acted as general 
her. during the early months of the 
trial; but when Terry appeared on 
the scene Neilson became jeaious, a 
quarrel followed, andin a fit of pique he 
went over to the Sharon camp. He made 
lengthy affidavits for Sharon’s use, detailing 
the manufacture of the contract 
and many other damaging facts nst the 
fair plaintiff. He was in a rag and for- 
lorn-looking condition when he seceded from 
Sarah’s forces, but after his connection with 
the millionaire he looked prosperous and 
well dressed. He lost little by his connection 
with the because he had little to lose, 
but he became involved in many quarrels, 
and was once sand at night and left 
in the street in a demoralized condition by 
men who he ciaimed were emissaries of 
Sharon. 

Two minor characters suffered severely 
from their connection with the case. These 
were one Brown and Eleanor Weile, who ob- 
tained from a feeble-minded woman named 
Isabella Clark a spurious affidavit contain- 
ing many damaging charges against Sharon. 
After the trial was over these two conspira- 
tors were arrested for forgery and perjury, 
the charges were clearly proved, and the two 
worthies were convi and sentenced to 
San Quentin for terms of five years each. 
They are the only two out of the whole 
gang of forgers and bearers of false wit- 
ness in this notorious case who have been 
put where they belong. 

It has been a matter of curiosity to deter- 
mine who advanced the considerable sums of 
money required by Sarah Althea to prosecute 
her suit against Sharon. There is no proof 
in the matter, but thereis ashrewd suspicion 
that most of the sinews of war were fur- 
nished by an old colored woman known as 
Mammy Pleasant, who owns a large amount 
of city property, estimated to worth 
about three-quarters of a million. For

@gainst Sharon, and to wreak her revenge 
she advanced money to Sarah, taking notes

On 
one side these characters were paid in hard 
coin; on the other side they were paid in 
romises; but the result was the same in 
th cases—a scandal to the cou which 
happily has seldom been parelleled in this 
country. It is to be hoped that this fall will 
see the end of the most celebrated as well as
